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Second arrest 
made in Pyles 
murder case

A Lebanon man is in jail facing a murder charge in the 
death of a man in Casey County last month. 

Kentucky State Police arrested William R. “Bobby” Rig- 
don, 28, of St. Rose Road, at his resi¬ 
dence on Oct. 9. 

Rigdon, accused of murder in the 
shooting of Wendell “Gleason” Pyles at 
Tarter Manufacturing in Dunnville on 
Sept. 26, is currently being held in the 
Casey County Detention Center under a 
$1 million cash bond. He is scheduled to 
appear at a preliminary hearing tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) in Casey County Dis¬ 
trict Court. 

Casey County Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney Brian Wright said due to the fact that some of the evi¬ 
dence and reports have not been completed, it’s possible, but 
unlikely, that Rigdon’s case will be presented to the grand 
jury when it meets on Friday. 

Rigdon isn’t the only person charged in Pyle’s murder. 

David Salyers, 59, of the Elkhom community in Taylor 
County, was arrested on Oct. 3 and charged with complicity 
to commit murder. He pleaded not guilty during his arraign¬ 
ment on Oct. 9 in Casey District Court and remains in the 
Casey Jail under a $1 million bond. 

After his arrest, Salyers said that the shooting was over a 
debt that Pyles owed him, court records state. 

Although Salyers refused to name the shooter he did admit 
to detectives that he drove the shooter to Dunnville on the 
night Pyles was killed. After the shooting, Salyers said, the 
men burned the tmck. 

Pyles, 50, of Adair County, had worked at Tarter Manufac¬ 
turing for about three months as a maintenance man. 

Gregory said that he hoped that the Rigdon arrest, in addi¬ 
tion to moving toward finding out what happened the night 
Pyles was shot, would also raise anew public interest in the 
case of Rigdon’s missing wife, Kara Rigdon. 

She was reported missing in July 2010 from her mother’s 
home in Gravel Switch. She has never been found. 

“It’s an active, ongoing investigation until we find evi¬ 
dence changing her missing person case to something else,” 
Gregory said. “We are still asking for information from the 
public to help locate her and find out what happened.”

Heritage Days a 
'trip back in time'

See, smell, taste and experience what life was like during 
the pioneer days in Kentucky. 

“It’s really a trip back in time,” said Harold Williams, 
event coordinator for Kentucky Heritage Days, a two-day, 
free event created to provide a pre-1900 living-history dem¬ 
onstration for school children and the public. 

Taking place from be 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. on Friday and 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday at the Central Kentucky Ag/Expo 
Center, Kentucky Heritage Days will be open to the gen¬ 
eral public both days, but will focus on school children on 
Friday. 

Around 40 stations with “historic interpreters” will accu¬ 
rately portray the culture and everyday life of the 19th cen¬ 
tury, before electricity and gas-powered engines. 

“We want the day to be an experience of going back in 
time without modem conveniences,” Willi ams said. 

Exhibitors aren’t allowed to use electricity to set up their

Motion filed to remove 
Williams from election

The question of whether 
Gail Williams is qualified to 
run in next month’s General 
Election for the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney position in 
Casey and Adair County is 
no longer a subject of specu¬ 
lation. It will now be settled 
in court. 


Danville Attorney Rich¬ 
ard Clay, representing Casey 
County resident Ronney 
Hatter, filed a motion on Fri¬ 
day in Adair County Circuit 
Court asking that Gail Wil¬ 
liams be removed as candi¬ 
date for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney in the 29th judicial 
district. The case is sched¬ 
uled to be heard on Oct. 23. 

The vacancy in the 29th 


Judicial District came about 
as a result of Casey County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Brian Wright’s withdrawal 
from the election to run for 
the Circuit Court Judge’s 
seat that was held by Judge 
James G. Weddle, who died 
in April. 

Williams, the only candi¬ 
date on the Nov. 6 ballot to

“I went back upstairs one 
more time and said ‘goodbye’ 
to my room. I’m ready to go 
now.” 

Dave’s words were my sig¬ 
nal Cutting my eyes towards 
him as he walked to his car, I 
turned on the headlights in the 
early morning dawn, put the U- 
Haul in gear, and we all Dave, 
Lori, Madi, and I headed south, 
caravan style. 

He had already been away 
four years in college. But that 
was less than an hour away. 
Now, having spent the summer 
working and living at home, 
it was time for him to move 
on, nine hours away, to begin 
another phase of fife. Moving 
away seemed more permanent 
this time. 

“What did you say to your 
room?” I asked him, about 300 
miles down the road, at the 
tmck stop where we refueled. 

His faint smile of resigna¬ 
tion required no explanation; 
I understood, for I’ve said 
“goodbye” to many a room 
along life fs way. When we 
say “goodbye,” we face our¬ 
selves, at least the self we think 
we knew for that chapter of 
lifeand we filter the changes 
through the lens of time as we 
exit one room and step onto the 
next road of the journey. 

Months later, back home, 
I fm driving to visit a friend. 
Turning down the street, I hear 
the bark of an auctioneer in 
front of a house. 

In the front lawn of the auc¬ 
tioned house an older couple, 
maybe in their late 70s, stand 
sadly or so it appears, watch¬ 
ing with tired eyes as the 
whole thing transpires: people 
bidding for items once trea¬ 
sured by a family, now on the 
auction block — going, going, 
gone. And the tall man with 
slumped shoulders wearing 
overalls stares at the auctioneer 
like he is an executioner, while 
his wife in a simple cotton skirt 
stares at the ground. 

Where are they moving? 
Where have they been? And 
have they told their rooms, 
“goodbye?” 

Having arrived at my friend’s 
home, I notice on the wall a 
painting of an old house. I im¬ 
mediately recognize it because 
I drive by it every day. Un¬ 
aware of its history, I feel like 
an ignorant tourist unknowing¬ 
ly trampling on sacred ground. 
It was a beautiful ante-bellum 
home, built in the late 1850s. 
Having passed through several 
owners, it ended up in her fam¬ 
ily. After she had grown up in 
it, the home was auctioned in 


1977. Now, the once stately, 
proud historical home is di¬ 
lapidated, covered in trees and 
vines. Where once there were 
rooms filled with laughter and 
life there is now only silence 
and decay. 

Her face brightens at my in¬ 
terest. 

“Momma took a picture of 
each room before it was sold,” 
she said. 

Now my friend shows me 
her old home in photographs. 
One picture shows plates hang¬ 
ing on the kitchen wall. They 
are painted with the faces of 
the children; the grandchildren 
are painted on saucers. 

“Momma painted each one 
herself,” my friend informs 
me. 

I wondered if each child said 
“goodbye” to those rooms be¬ 
fore the house went empty, 
auctioned away. And did those 
grandchildren know what those 
rooms meant? 

What do rooms mean, any¬ 
way? 

They carry meaning because 
a part of us still resides in those 
rooms, even after the house has 
been bought, sold, resold, and 
finally lies in ruins. We enter 
and reenter parts of ourselves 
in each one of those rooms, 
for they carry a piece of our 
fife puzzle, fitting us together, 
giving us clues of who we are 
today. They encompass a part 
of our fife, our hurts, our joys, 
our victories, and our defeats. 
We can say goodbye to them; 
we can move beyond them; but 
they go with us, because part of 
us happened there. 

Maybe you carry it in photo¬ 
graphs, but finally, you carry it 
in your heart that room where 
you watched TV, that room 
where you ate at that kitchen ta¬ 
ble, that room where you could 
be alone, that room where you 
rocked the baby. It’s a room 
that formed your yesterday, 
shapes your today, and touches 
your tomorrows. 

You can say “goodbye” 
to it, but it’s never gone. Not 
completely. It’s still a part of 
the emotional luggage you 
carry out the door. 

Indeed it is. 

Or you wouldn’t have both¬ 
ered to walk back up the stairs. 

You wouldn’t have opened 
the door one last time and said, 
“Goodbye, room.”

stations and are asked to dem¬ 
onstrate and explain their craft 
to visitors. 

Some even go a step further 
and offer a hands-on experi¬ 
ence, from plowing behind a 
mule and shelling com to play¬ 
ing old fashioned kids games. 

“We don’t want them to just 
come by, look and walk on,” he 
said. “We try to get visitors in¬ 
volved and to ask questions.” 

One new station that is sure 
to generate interest is a Native 
American exhibit located near 
the Green River. 

“(The exhibitor) has built an 
Indian hut this year out of river 
grass, bamboo and twigs,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Another exhibit will feature a 
primitive camp site showcasing 
a covered wagon demonstrat¬ 
ing how people traveling across 
America would have lived dur¬ 
ing the frontier days. 


Also new this year is a dry 
goods store that will display 
what an old time store would 
have offered, from candy to ev¬ 
eryday supplies. 

Other exhibitors include 
wool spinning, jewelry mak¬ 
ing, broom making and black- 
smithing. 

Ten hand-operated com 
shellers will be on hand for 
attendees to work and an in¬ 
terpreter will demonstrate how 
to throw a hatchet and toma¬ 
hawk. 

Participants can also speak 
with Civil War re-enactors and 
learn about making lard, cro¬ 
cheting, quilting and candle¬ 
dipping. 

Visitors can sample food 
cooked on an open fire pit, 
such as pinto beans, greens and 
combread. 

“We want kids to understand 
food comes from the ground, 
not the store,” Williams said. 
“We want them to see the fire¬ 


wood burning and the open-pit 
cooking. We want them to see 
that fife was actually extreme¬ 
ly hard back then.” 

Kids activities will include 
old fashioned games and 
pumpkin painting, as well was 
wagon/hay rides and a petting 
zoo. 

Musical entertainment will 
be provided by a bluegrass 
band. 

All of the activities, demon¬ 
strations and exhibits add up 
to a unique festival, Williams 
said. 

“It’s educational and en¬ 
tertaining but has a historical 
basis.”

The first step in possibly 
having a major retail store 
come to Liberty will take place 
next week. 

The city’s Planning and 
Zoning Committee will have 
a public hearing to discuss a 
zoning change from residen¬ 
tial to commercial on Oct. 25. 

Formerly set for Monday, 
the committee met last Thurs¬ 
day to reschedule the hearing 
because it had not been prop¬ 
erty advertised, said Mayor 
Steve Sweeney. 

“We wanted to be sure we 
abided by the rules,” Sweeney 


said. 

The residential property is 
located at 428 Wolford Street, 
behind Hill’s Valu-Rite Phar¬ 
macy in Liberty, and is owned 
by Steve Hill, pharmacist at 
Hill’s Pharmacy. 

Possibility of a 
new business 

Hill said that he filed an 
application with the zoning 
board for the change because 
he was approached by CVS/ 
pharmacy. 

“CVS is considering build¬ 
ing a new store in Liberty,” 
Hill said. “It would be on the 
property between our store 
and the BP, and the residen¬ 


tial property next door to our 
store.” 

An email from Mike DeAn- 
gelis, public relations director 
for CVS, said, “We have no 
announcement for a new store 
in Liberty. We only comment 
on or confirm new store loca¬ 
tions if there is a signed agree¬ 
ment for a site.” 

There are a few things that 
need to happen before such an 
agreement can be made, Hill 
said. 

The city’s Planning and 
Zoning committee will need 
to approve and then recom¬ 
mend the zoning change to 
city council, who would then 
approve or deny the change.

“The BP station has to be 
signed off by the state Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency 


that it’s a clean lot,” Hill said. 

Because it is a gas station, 
the underground tanks will 
need to be removed and the 
soil tested, he said.

Halloween hours set 

The Liberty City Council set trick-or-treat for 5-7 p.m. on 
Halloween, Wednesday, Oct. 31.

ECCWD to get'One Call' 

The East Casey County Water District board voted to get 
“One Call,” a telephone notification system, at its meeting on 
Oct. 9. 

The system can be used to quickly contact ECCWD custom¬ 
ers in the event of a widespread boil water advisory. 

“Really the only time we need this is when we have a huge 
outage like the ice storm a few years ago or the flood when half 
the county doesn’t have water,” said Manager Andy Greynolds. 
“That’s the only time we really need it. It’s easy for us now to 
notify a few people on one street. The little ones we can call 
ourselves and already do.” 

ECCWD currently notifies customers for localized water 
outages or notifies local radio stations and Lexington TV sta¬ 
tions about more widespread advisories. The new notification 
systems allows for up to 99 subgroups. 

Greynolds said they’ll probably break the calls down into 
four or more subgroups, one for each of the brands their cus¬ 
tomers get water from — Liberty, Russell Springs, Columbia 
and Campbellsville. 

The board decided on a plan that allows up to 10,000 calls 
per year for $713.95. The system should be in place by the be¬ 
ginning of next year, Greynolds said. 

“This is to try to alleviate the problem of getting in touch 
with people nowadays,” Greynolds said.

Kentucky homeowners receiving assistance

Seven months after I an¬ 
nounced Kentucky’s partici¬ 
pation in the $25 billion na¬ 
tional mortgage foreclosure 
settlement, I am pleased to re¬ 
port that Kentucky homeown¬ 
ers affected by the foreclosure 
crisis are receiving much need¬ 
ed assistance through direct re¬ 
lief, loan write downs and debt 
restructuring, 

From March 1,2012 through 
June 30, 2012, Ally/GMAC, 
Bank of America, Citi, JP Mor¬ 
gan Chase and Wells Fargo, the 
nation’s five largest mortgage 
servicers, provided $14.1 mil¬ 
lion in settlement-related relief 
to nearly 480 Kentucky hom¬ 
eowners. 

A post-settlement progress 
report also found that as of June 
30, the banks were processing 
relief claims for an additional 


219 borrowers totaling $7.4 
milli on. More than 80 Kentuck¬ 
ians were also able to refinance 
their homes through the settle¬ 
ment, with an average interest 
rate reduction of 3.37 percent. 

Last month, postcard no¬ 
tices were mailed to more than 
5,300 Kentuckians who lost 
their homes to foreclosure be¬ 
tween Jan. 1,2008 and Dec. 31, 
2011 and who may be eligible 
for payments totaling $10.7 
milli on under the foreclosure 
settlement. Depending on the 
number of participants, the 
amount payable to these bor¬ 
rowers will be up to $2,000 
per eligible household. This 
payment is intended as partial 
compensation for the mortgage 
servicers’ illegal conduct and 
servicing abuse. 

It’s important to note that 
participation in this settlement 
does not preclude borrowers 
from pursuing other legal rem¬ 


edies against the banks, if they 
so choose. 

In the coming weeks, eligible 
borrowers will receive a letter 
on Office of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral letterhead with instructions 
on how to apply for monetary 
benefits under the settlement. 
Homeowners should receive 
this letter by Oct. 19,2012. 

Homeowners who lost their 
home to foreclosure, and who 
do not receive the postcard no¬ 
tice or follow-up letter, should 
cah 1-866-430-8358. This is a 
toll free number that has been 
set up to accept information 
and provide application forms 
for payment. The deadline to 
make a claim is Jan. 18,2013.

Beware of Scam Artists 

Kentucky consumers also 


need to be leery of potential 
scams that may surface as part 
of the foreclosure settlement. 

It is important to remem¬ 
ber there is no cost to eligible 
borrowers to participate in this 
settlement. If anyone solicits 
you by telephone, over the In¬ 
ternet or by direct, written so¬ 
licitation offering to assist you 
in obtaining a payment under 
the settlement, it is a scam and 
you should call my Consumer 
Protection Hotline at 888-432- 
9257, option 3. 

Although this relief cannot 
completely erase the heartache 
that many Kentucky families 
have endured, it can help pro¬ 
vide a second chance to those 
who have been touched by the 
foreclosure crisis. It is also the 
first step in holding banks ac¬ 
countable for a crisis that has 
affected every community in 
our country and our Common¬ 
wealth. 


Tips on keeping warm and staying safe in cold weather

Heating Safety Tips 

• Watch where you place 
heating equipment. You should 
keep anything that may bum at 
least3 feet away from the heat 
source - fireplace, furnace, 
wood stove or portable heater. 

• Be sure to watch out for 
your children and grandchil¬ 
dren. You want to make sure 
children and grandchildren do 
not get too close to the heat 
source. 

• If installing new heating

equipment, hire a profession¬ 
al. When having a furnace or 
central heating equipment in¬ 
stalled, you want to make sure 
it is properly installed, accord¬ 
ing to manufacturer fs direc¬ 
tions, and that all local codes 
are followed. 

• Make sure your heat¬ 
ing equipment is inspected 
and cleaned. Because heating 
equipment can cause fires if not 
working properly, make sure to 
hire a professional to clean and 
inspect the equipment. 

• Get a screen for your fire¬ 
place. If you do not already 
have one, get a screen for your 
fireplace so that sparks from the 
fire do not fly into the room. 

• Do not use your oven to 


heat your home. 

• Test smoke alarms. You 
should test smoke alarms two 
times a year. When was the last 
time that you checked yours? 

• Be a smart shopper. If you 
are buying a new space heater, 
make sure it has been tested 
and approved for safety. 

• Turn off portable heaters. 
You should turn off portable 
heaters when you leave the 
room or when you go to bed. 

• Use flashlights. Sometimes 
the power goes out during the 
winter months. If the power 
goes out, use flashlights for 
lighting, not candles. 

Heating equipment is the 
most common reason for home 
fires. As the weather cools 
down, you are bound to use 
your heating equipment more 
often. Make sure to be safe and 
prevent fires in your home.

KSP to participate in 'Operation Safe Driver'campaign 


The KSP Commercial Vehi¬ 
cle Enforcement Division will 
participate in the national ‘Op¬ 
eration Safe Driver’ campaign 
from Oct. 14-20. The program 
is sponsored by the Commer¬ 
cial Vehicle Safety Alliance 
(CVS A). 

Operation Safe Driver will 
hold activities across the Unit¬ 
ed States, Canada and Mexico 
that aim to increase commercial 
vehicle and non-commercial 
vehicle traffic enforcement; 
safety belt enforcement; driver 
roadside inspections; driver 
regulatory compliance; imple¬ 
mentation of commercial driv¬ 
er educational and awareness 
programs to the motor carrier 
population; and, awareness to 
the motoring public about safe 
operations around commercial 
motor vehicles. 

Each year more than 36,000 
people die on the roadways 
throughout North America - 
many of which are the direct 
result of unsafe and aggressive 
driving practices by both pas¬ 
senger and commercial vehicle 
drivers. 

Operation Safe Driver fo¬ 
cuses on changing the habits of 
all drivers to avoid distracted 
driving. KSP supports this phi¬ 
losophy and offers the follow¬ 
ing tips when driving around 
large tmcks. 

• Stay out of the No-Zone. 
No-Zones are actual blind 
spots where the car “disap¬ 


pears” from the view of the 
tmck driver. 

• Stay visible! Large tmcks 
need a much longer braking 
distance than a car. Don’t cut 
into a tmcks’ space; if this hap¬ 
pens it reduces a tmcks’ much 
needed braking distance and 
restricts evasive action. 

• Don’t tailgate a tmck. The 
further you are away from a 
tmck the less likely you will be 
involved in a collision. 

• Don’t speed. Obey all 
speed limits. 

• Allow plenty of room. 
Large tmcks are almost as 
wide as your lane of travel. 
Pacing too close behind one 
prevents you from reacting to 
changing traffic conditions and 
patterns. 

• Buckle-up. Wearing your 
safety belt is the single most 
important thing you can do to 
save your fife in a crash. 

• Pay attention. Distracted 
driving is the number one 
cause of collisions. Focus on 
the road and stay alert! Protect 
yourself and your passengers 
by learning how to share the 
road safely with large vehicles 
and avoid distracted driving.

Group works to increase 
high-speed internet access 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — A 

little more than 90 percent of Kentucky res¬ 
idents have access to high-speed or broad¬ 
band Internet. In a classroom, that would be 
an A-. But scored on a curve, Kentucky is 
barely passing. The state is 40th out of 50 
states for access to high-speed Internet. The 
Commonwealth Office of Broadband Out¬ 
reach and Development, funded in part by 
federal stimulus money, is mapping Ken¬ 
tucky’s broadband accessibility. Its mission 
is to improve Kentucky’s access to high¬ 
speed Internet, which will in turn help with 
educational attainment and economic de¬ 
velopment, studies show. Sen. Paul Horn- 
back, a Republican from Shelbyville, said 
access to affordable high-speed Internet is a 
top priority for his constituents. “I get more 
complaints about that than anything else,” 
Hornback said during the rural subcom¬ 
mittee meeting last week. The only access 
many people have in his mostly rural dis¬ 
trict is wireless Internet. 

Alleged Frankfort robber is 
found through Facebook 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

— The man who allegedly hit a juvenile 
male five to six times on the head with a 
skateboard and stole his book bag Sept. 29 
in Frankfort was caught by the Madison 
County Sheriff’s Office on Oct. 11. Frank¬ 
fort Police had a warrant issued for Joshua 
Stigers, 18, of Frankfort, for the robbery, 
according to a press release. Police discov¬ 
ered through Facebook that Stigers was in 
Madison County and contacted Sgt. Andrea 
Patterson, who helped take Stigers into cus¬ 
tody. 

9/11 fire truck donated to 
Patton Museum 

HARDIN COUNTY (Elizabethtown) 

— When a tarp was pulled away from a 
beat-up fire truck the first time Christopher 
Kolakowski saw it, he immediately reached 
out his hand to touch it. “It was a very spiri¬ 
tual moment for me,” he said. The direc¬ 
tor of Fort Knox’s General George Patton 
Museum of Leadership was looking for the 
first time at what is believed to be the first 
fire truck to respond to the Pentagon as it 
burned and partially collapsed after the ter¬ 
rorist attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. The truck 
is being added to the museum collection, 
making the Patton Museum the second 
in the world to display to the public a fire 
truck that responded to the 2001 terrorist 
attacks. 

13 barn fires reported in past 
week in Harrison, Nicholas 

HARRISON COUNTY (Cynthiana) 

— “We have a fire bug,” said Charles Allen 
Carson of the Harrison County Fire Depart¬ 


ment following three barn fires overnight 
on Tuesday into Wednesday. Those four 
bring the total to 13 for Harrison and Nich¬ 
olas counties over the last week. Carson 
said Kentucky State Police arson investiga¬ 
tor Curtis Combs has been called in to sift 
through what remains of the burned build¬ 
ings. The first fires were of old and vacant 
buildings. More recently, Carson said, he 
has stepped up his fires to barns with valu¬ 
able equipment and crops. 

Hybrid buses save B0E money 

PIKE COUNTY (Pikeville) — The Pike 
County School District’s hybrid school bus¬ 
es are having a positive impact on both the 
environment and, according to figures, the 
school district’s bottom line. According to a 
performance summary for the district’s 37 
Thomas Built C2e hybrid school buses,the 
district has saved nearly $100,000 and 
nearly 25,000 gallons of fuel with the bus¬ 
es. The success of the hybrid buses has mo¬ 
tivated the district to plan for the purchase 
of another eight of the vehicles in the near 
future Pike County School District Super¬ 
intendent Roger Wagner said Friday. The 
buses were purchased with funds through 
President Barack Obama’s American Re¬ 
covery and Reinvestment Act, or stimulus 
act. Wagner said the district supplemented 
the cost of the buses — which the superin¬ 
tendent said in 2011 cost about $150,000 
each — with the stimulus funds. 

Farmer stays positive after 
breast cancer diagnosis 

NELSON COUNTY (Bardstown) — 

Leroy Culver remembers feeling peculiar 
when he first heard that he was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. “It was odd to hear,” 
said the 73-year-old Boston resident. “The 
first time I heard it, I laughed at the woman 
telling me. I never thought I would get this. 
I didn’t think it would be me.” Culver, also 
known by the nickname “Chickey,” said 
he initially knew something was wrong 
when he noticed an irregular bump on his 
left breast between October and November 
2011. In essence, it was like a ton of bricks 
hitting him at once. “I figured I had can¬ 
cer when I pulled my shirt up,” he said. He 
went to a specialist and found out it was a 
tumor. He began chemotherapy and radia¬ 
tion treatment in January 2012. Doctors re¬ 
moved his left breast in July. In September, 
he received the announcement that he was 
cancer free.

In their closest game of the 
season, last Friday night the 
Rebel football team proved 
their ability to step up under 
pressure, and do what was 
necessary to claim a win. 

The Rebels (3-6, 1-2) de¬ 
feated the Metcalfe County 
Hornets 14-6 in a home game 
that came down to the final 
plays to determine the victory. 

“That’s the first time this 
year we’ve been challenged 
and had the chance to be in a 
game with two teams battling 
like that,” said Coach Sam 
Marples. “We responded and 
they made plays and won the 
ball game. That’s what they’ll 
remember and that’s great. It 
was fun.” 

Casey put up six points 
within the first two minutes of 
play and Metcalfe responded 
before the opening quarter ex¬ 
pired and tied the game, 6-6. 

Scoring then went on a long 
pause. The teams traded pos¬ 
session throughout the second 
and third quarters, Casey with 
the ball on five occasions. 
Fumbles and the inability to 
move the ball forward kept the 
Rebels from the end zone. 

Metcalfe had more luck 
advancing the ball for first 
downs, totaling 14 to Casey’s 
5, and had several near touch¬ 
down plays. 

At 8:15 in the third quarter, 
the Hornets made a 38-yard 
pass to the end zone, which 
was broken up by Hunter 
Cleary. The following play 
was another pass attempt, but 
again the Rebels stepped up. 
Micco Randell intercepted the 


pass and Casey took over at 
their own 38. 

On Metcalfe’s next posses¬ 
sion, Rebel defense continued 
to apply pressure, causing a 
fumble, which was recovered 
by Kyle Eads. 

The Hornets’ following 
drive ended in an incomplete 
pass to the end zone in a fourth 
down situation and Casey took 
over at their own 20-yard line 
with 9:06 left in the game. 

A short possession was all 
the Rebels needed this time. 
The second play of the drive 
was a pass from quarterback 
Wyatt Bishop to Randell. 

Randell caught the ball 
near the Metcalfe 30-yard line 
and ran for the end zone with 
a Hornet close behind. His 
speed could not be matched 
and claimed the touchdown 
points. Bishop carried the ball 
in for the 2-point conversion 
and the Rebels took the lead 
14-6 at 8:33 on the clock. 

Metcalfe’s response drive 
began from their 40 and seven 
plays led to a fourth down play 
where the Hornets were forced 
to kick. 

Casey failed to pick up a 
first down on their drive, re¬ 
turning possession to Metcalf 
on the Hornet 43 and 4:35 to 
play. 

Metcalfe moved the ball 
down the field as the minutes 
fell off the clock. With only a 
matter of seconds to play, the 
Hornets were in striking dis¬ 
tance of the end zone. Heavy 
defense by the Rebels caused 
back-to-back incomplete 
passes on the third and fourth 
downs. 

The Rebels regained pos¬ 
session with 6.1 seconds on 


the clock; Bishop took a knee 
and Casey claimed its Black 
Out Night victory. 

“You leam a lot about your¬ 
self as a person and as a team 
when you get in those situa¬ 
tions,” Marples said. “It helps 
you later on if you take this 
type of football team and you 
get in another one of these kind 
of games, you’ve been there 
before. You’ve been tested.” 

The Hornets’ stats showed 
for a better performance than 
the Rebels. Metcalfe had 225 
total yards to Casey’s 164 and 
nearly three times as many 
first downs, but crucial plays 
gave the Rebels the edge, with 
Randell’s hands being a large 
part of that edge. 

The sophomore had the 
team’s two interceptions in ad¬ 
dition to his reception that led 
to a touchdown. 

“He’d never played a snap 
of football before he came out 
in in mid-August,” said Mar¬ 
ples. “If he hangs around and 
does the right things, he’s still 
got two years. He’s going to be 
real good.” 

Unfortunately, since the 
game, Eads has been diag¬ 
nosed with a broken arm as a 
result of a first quarter incident 
in the game. 

“It happened in the first 
(quarter) and he kept playing 
and I am sure it hurt him some 
but he never said anything,” 
Marples said, adding that it 
does not necessarily mean an 
end to his season. 

“A lot if times once it’s in a 
cast you’re fine to play,” the 
coach said. “It will keep him 
out of the weight room for 
sometime, which really hurts 
because we need all of the kids 


we have coming back to have 
big gains in there.” 

The Rebels host their fi¬ 
nal home game Friday when 
Corbin travels to the Rebel 
field. 


“(They are) a top 10 team 
and a big challenge for us, but 
it’s good to be going into it 
with a win and get to have that 
momentum,” said Marples. 
“We’ve just got to go into it 


with the mindset that we’re 
going to protect our house.” 

The evening will incorpo¬ 
rate homecoming and senior 
night festivities. Kick off is at

VolleyRebs end season as district runner-up

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The Casey County VolleyRebs were named the 47th District Runner-up team Oct. 9 after falling 3-0 to Pulaski 
County in the championship game. Kaitlyn Todd (middle, front row) and Shelby Stringer (far right, front row) 
were named to the All-Tournament team.

The VolleyRebs’ season 
came to a close Monday night 
when they faced the South¬ 
western Warriors in the 12th 
Region Tournament held at 
Mercer County High School. 

Casey County claimed the 
47th District Runner-Up title 
last Tuesday after losing the 
championship game to Pulaski 
County. 

District Championship 

The VolleyRebs advanced 
to the 12th region tournament 
for the fourth consecutive year, 
but, unlike the last two years, 
they did not advance as district 
champions. 

Casey County fell 3-0 to 
Pulaski County on Oct. 9 to 
take the 47th District runner-up 
title. 

“I think my girls played 
good. We were back and forth, 
back and forth, back and forth. 
They just out-played us on the 
end,” said Coach Veronica 
Sengkhamyong. 

The two teams faced twice 
in the regular season with the 
Maroons (21-13, 8-0) winning 
each time. 

Game one did not reach a 
spread of more than two points 
for a large part of play. The two 
teams traded the lead before 
Pulaski tied the score 18-18 
and continued their scoring to 
claim a 20-18 lead. 

The Lady Maroons wrapped 
up game one quickly after that 
with a 25-19 triumph. 

The VolleyRebs had trouble 
stealing the lead in game two 
after Pulaski was the first to 
score. The Maroons pulled 
ahead by four before Casey 
reeled them back in to tie at 
15-15. 

Casey took the lead briefly 
to go up 19-18 but Pulaski took 
the point on the following play 
to level the score, 19-19. The 
score would stand tied three 
more times before Pulaski 
pulled ahead and went on to 
win 25-22. 

A win was necessary in game 


three if the VolleyRebs wanted 
to continue fighting for the dis¬ 
trict title. They jumped out on 
top, 3-0, but then allowed the 
Maroons to go on a seven-point 
streak and go up 7-3. 

Casey failed to tie or regain 
the lead and 20-18 would be 
as close as they would come 
to Pulaski again. The Maroons 
seized victory, 25-19, and with 
it the 47th District title. 

“This was a whole new ball 
game. I think my girls held up 
just fine,” Sengkhamyong said 
on Casey’s new district match¬ 
up. 

This season was the Volley¬ 
Rebs first season under the new 
district alignment posing them 
against Somerset, Rockcastle 
and Pulaski. 

“It was new for all of us, not 
that Boyle County and Lincoln 
weren’t tough teams but it al¬ 
ways seems like Pulaski and 
Rockcastle always have strong 
teams,” said Sengkhamyong. 
“We’ve learned a lot and they 
better watch out for us next 
year.” 

Kaitlyn Todd and Shelby 
Stringer were named to the 
47th District All-tournament 
team along with five other ath¬ 
letes. 

“Kaitlyn was on fire,” Sen¬ 


gkhamyong said. “All of my 
girls played good and could 
have gotten (the recognition).” 

Regional Tournament 

Monday was Casey County’s 
third regional match-up with 
Southwestern Pulaski over the 
year and it was the third time 
Southwestern brought an end 
to the VolleyReb season. 

Casey seemed to pick up 
momentum as the night went 
on, closing the score gap a little 
further in each game. After los¬ 
ing 25-8 and 25-10 in the first 
two games, game three saw a 
turn around. 

The VolleyRebs came out 
with the lead in game three, 1 -0, 
and the score was tied on four 
occasions before Southwestern 
stole the lead at 5-4. The War-

Injuries are beginning to take 
a toll on the Rebel cross coun¬ 
try team as the final weeks of 
the season close in; however 
new personal bests are also be¬ 
ginning to emerge. 

“Two elementary kids had 
tendinitis. One girl had her 
knees hurting and another one 
has been having some pain 
and took some work out days 
off. I had several this weekend 
feeling sick,” Coach Amanda 
Hatter said. “It’s always some¬ 
thing.” 

Lone varsity boy, Blake Dur¬ 
ham, did not compete last week 
after being diagnosed with ten¬ 
dinitis. 

“He’s going to be fine (for 
the regional meet),” Hatter said. 
“I’m hoping this week he’ll be 
running.” 

The team ran twice at the 
G.E. Park course in Somerset 
last week. They competed in 
an all-comer’s meet hosted by 
Southwestern Pulaski on Tues¬ 
day and then ran in the Pulaski 
County Invitational on Satur¬ 
day. 

While injuries are surfacing, 
so are record times. Several 
runners had season or personal 
bests last week. Kelsey Arthur 
ran 23:13.43 on Tuesday, her 
best time this season. 

“Her best was 22:59 at Mer¬ 
cer County in 2010. She’s get¬ 
ting back close to that but she 
didn’t touch that last year. It 
would be really great for her 
(to PR),” Hatter said. 

Despite Durham being un¬ 
able to lead the varsity boys’ 
team, a group of eighth graders 
stepped up at Tuesday’s meet. 

Brandon Banks dropped his 
time by a wide margin to sub- 
20-minutes for the first time, 
running a 19:43.68. 

Jonathan Gillock and Chase 
Williams were the next two 
Rebels to finish, followed by

Whitney Clements was fourth 
in the girls’ 1.1 mile mn while 
Mitchell Duggins was second 
among the boys with 6:48.45.

“We are going to be closing 
Oct. 31,” said Bonnie King, 
owner of King BP Express 
with her husband, Kevin. 

The sale of the store is pend¬ 
ing with Steve Hill, Bonnie 
said. 

“Steve is the one who con¬ 
tacted us and the one we’ve 
talked with concerning every¬ 
thing,” she said. “That is who 
we will be selling to.” 

Hill neither confirmed nor 
denied that he would be pur¬ 
chasing the property from the 
Kings. 

The King and Lane Tow¬ 
ing Service will continue and 
King’s Express Lube, oper¬ 
ated by their sons, Chris and 
Michael King, will remain 
open, she said. 

The BP will be shutting its 
door regardless of the outcome 
for the zone change request. 

“If it doesn’t work out, we 
are still closing Oct. 31,” she 
said. 

Hill's Pharmacy 

On the other hand, Hill’s 
Pharmacy will remain open 
if and when constmction on 
a new CVS/pharmacy starts, 
Hill said.

The future 

If everything goes accord¬ 
ing to plan, construction is an¬ 
ticipated to begin around Jan. 
1, 2013, Hill said. 

“Assuming everything goes 
right, the earliest we could 
have a CVS store is June 1, 
2013,” he said. “We were for¬ 
tunate enough, I think, to be 
chosen. The north and south 
traffic on the bypass was a ma¬ 
jor factor.” 

Hill was first approached 
by CVS in November of 2010 
and said it’s been a long pro¬ 
cess. 


“It’s taken 11 months to get 
to where we are today,” he 
said, further emphasizing that 
everything is still in the nego¬ 
tiating process. 

“CVS is considering a 
building here,” he said. “We 
are negotiating with them to 
build.” 

Zone change

I have probably admit¬ 
ted before that I am more of 
a college athletics fan than a 
pro-sports fan. There are a 
few reasons for this, one, of 
course, being that our great 
state has no NBA, NFL or 
MLB teams. 

Additionally, though, it is 
very rare for a college athlete 
to ever play for more than one 
school. Tins may occur more 
often on the lower division 
levels, but usually the school 
the athlete chooses post-high 
school is the one they stick 
with until they graduate or go 
pro. 

Because of this, as a fan you 
are not only loyal to a specific 
team but players as well. On 
the professional level, trades 
occur and contracts expire. 
Perhaps this is not a big deal 
to many fans because play¬ 
ers win fan love at the college 
level and who they play for 
doesn’t matter to their biggest 
fans. Maybe it is just some¬ 
thing we have gotten used to 
in general. 

But no one can deny that it’s 
hard to see “your” player turn 
around and sport the colors of 
a rival and feel OK about it. 
In Kentucky, the best compar¬ 
ison might be to look at what 
happened when Rick Pitino 
returned to NCAA basketball 
as Louisville fs head coach 
after the seasons of success he 
brought to U.K. 

Just as it is rare to hear of 
a college player to switch 
schools, it is rare to have 
stand-out professional ath¬ 
letes spend the entirety of 
their career under one name. 
However, a little less than 
two weeks ago Chipper Jones 
finished his 19-year Major 
League Baseball career as an 
Atlanta Brave, the same team 
he first suited up with in 1993 
for his MLB game debut. 

Jones announced his retire¬ 
ment last March and ended his 
career with a statistical record 
that will, without a doubt, send 
him to the Hall of Fame in no 
time. 468 home runs .303 bat¬ 
ting average; 1,619 runs.

baseman’s feat is his tenure in 
Atlanta. He is a star that only 
Braves’ fans can lay claim to 
and there will never be ques¬ 
tion as to what uniform he 
should be remembered wear¬ 
ing.

Additional¬ 
ly, a highly disputed infield fly 
rule calling, fizzled the Braves 
shot for a rally in the eighth. 
The one thing Jones had go¬ 
ing for him was his final at- 
bat: a bat-shattering single. 

It’s very probable Chip¬ 
per Jones had several good 
seasons left in him but he’ll 
end a long career on a season 
with numbers that show he’s 
still ‘got it.’ For his sake, I 
hope he sees it that way and 
does not look to that single 
last game, where he openly 
took the blame for his team’s 
loss due to his fourth inning 
error. I have no doubt that 
Braves fans remain proud of 
their loyal third baseman of 
19 years.

For the second time in my life I had fallen off 
a horse. Granted, the first time was the horse 
at the supermarket, but falling off Chester hurt 
even more.

I wrote down 
the web site, excited about the possibility to go 
horseback riding again. 

After sleeping under the stars and eating a 
healthy breakfast of granola and fresh strawber¬ 
ries, we opened up our next Rx card from Doc 
Albert. Dad asked me to read the card. I cleared 
my throat and read loudly. 

“While you could find countless activities in 
the Daniel Boone National Forest and Eastern 
Kentucky area, it’s time to move to another re¬ 
gion. Dad: Drive north on Highway 11, then go 
left on Highway 9 for 42 miles. Then you’ll see 
an intersection. Your new trainer will meet you. 
Pups: Use the brochures I’ve included and make 
a list of all the activities you can do in Kentucky. 
Include where the activities are located.” 

As Dad drove and Mom rode shotgun, Chloe 
and I read the Kentucky brochures. We were 
amazed to find out some interesting facts about 
the Bluegrass. 

“Listen,” Chloe said, grabbing everyone’s 
attention. “This brochure says Kentucky has 
39,732 square miles of land with commercial 
forest land occupying 12.7 million acres; has 
more miles of running water than any other 
state except Alaska, and 1,100 miles are used 



for commercial transportation. And Kentucky 
has 52 state parks, including 24 recreation state 
parks, 17 Kentucky resort parks (more than any 
other state) and 11 historic state parks.”

run for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney, was nominated on 
Aug. 20 by the members of 
the Executive Committee 
of the Republican Party for 
Casey and Adair counties. 

Clay said that Hatter’s 
challenging the case in court 
is a result of wanting to do 
what’s right. 

“He (Hatter) thinks that 
people enforcing the law 
ought to obey the law,” Clay 
said. 

Kentucky law states that 
a candidate seeking a posi¬ 
tion as a Commonwealth’s 
Attorney has to be 24 years 
of age, a citizen of Kentucky 
who has resided in the state 
two years, and one year next 
preceding his election in the 
county and district in which 
he is a candidate. He also has 
to have been a licensed prac¬ 
ticing lawyer for four years. 

Adair County resident? 

At question is the one year 
county residency require¬ 
ment and if Williams was a 
bona fide resident of Adair 
County on Aug. 21 when he 
filed to run. The deadline to 
register for the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney race was 
Aug. 22 at 4 p.m in the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s Office in 
Frankfort. 

Clay said that a series of 
events several months prior 
to Williams’ filing is proof 
that he had given up his 
Adair County residency. 

On June 8, Williams and 
his wife Genella sold their 
home at 92 Denver Drive in 
Columbia to Dale and Bob¬ 
bie Long, according to Deed 
Book 322, page 89, in the 
Adair County Clerk’s Of¬ 
fice. 

Little more than a month 
later, on July 10 in Adair

las George’s approval to 
postpone a legal case for 90 
days. 

“I am in the process of 
moving to another area of 
the state, if we could push 
it out as far as October it 
would really be a big help,” 
Williams said. 

On July 31, Williams and 
his wife purchased two par¬ 
cels of land in Boyd County, 
Ky. According to the Boyd 
County Clerk’s office, the 
grantees’ — the Williams 
— listed a post office box 
in the 41105 ZIP code — in 
Ashland — as the mailing 
address where a copy of the 
deed was sent after being re¬ 
corded on Aug. 1. 

The Boyd County PVA tax 
roll shows Williams’ mail¬ 
ing address as 8228 Manor 
Drive, Ashland, Ky. 41102. 

After being nominated for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
on the night of Aug. 20, Wil¬ 
liams returned to Kentucky 
from Florida the following 
day to file papers in the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s office ap¬ 
pointing his wife as his cam¬ 
paign treasurer. 

Williams listed 510 
Burkesville St., Columbia, 
as his mailing address on 
the filing forms. This was 
the address of the former 
Dreamland Motel, which 
was sold on Aug. 14 to Billy 
Sexton and Gary W. Cox, of 
Columbia. 

And, according to the Hat¬ 
ter’s motion, Williams only 
stayed in the Dreamland 
Motel for two nights. 

Question of law 

According to Kentucky 
law, the motion shall be tried 
at once and “without delay.” 

Kentucky law also stipu¬ 
lates that the burden of proof 
as to the bona fides of a can¬ 
didate shall be on the person 


challenging the bona fides of 
a candidate. 

In other words, Hatter 
would have to prove that 
Williams wasn’t a resident 
of Adair County at the time 
he filed to run. 

“The key to it seems to 
me to be an abode. If you 
don’t have one in the county, 
you’re not living there,” Clay 
said. “If you don’t have a 
place to put your head down, 
you gave up your candidate 
residency.” 

However, Bobby Richard¬ 
son, an attorney and former 
state legislator from Glas¬ 
gow, said that he can see 
both sides of the residency 
issue. 

“A judge has to make a de¬ 
cision on the facts. For resi¬ 
dency purposes, it’s based 
on intent even though you, 
for instance, move to Barren 
County and keep a home in 
Adair County then you are 
a resident in Barren County 
for residency purposes,” 
Richardson said. 

Conversely, Richardson 
said that he sees the side of 
the issue where Williams 
could be considered a resi¬ 
dent of Adair County. 

“Where does he lay his 
head? Obviously the con¬ 
dominium is his vacation 
home. I’m thinking the 
courts would say he’s a 
resident of Adair County,” 
Richardson said. 

But in the end, Richardson 
said, it’s a compelling issue 
that could go either way. 

“I think a judge could 
make that decision any 
way and be in accordance 
with the law. It may depend 
on what the judge had for 
breakfast,” he said, laugh¬ 
ing.

by the Circuit Court judge 
after ruling that he wasn’t a 
bona fide candidate, he can 
then appeal to the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, which has 
the final say in the matter. 

And, should that disquali¬ 
fication ruling come before 
Nov. 6, it’s too late to re¬ 
move his name from the bal¬ 
lot, said Casey County Court 
Clerk Casey Davis. 

“The ballots are already 
printed. It cannot be taken 
off the ballot and would have 
to be treated like a candidate 
withdrawal. Notices would 
be placed at each polling 
place stating that any votes 
for Williams would not 
count,” Davis said. 

Williams declined to com¬ 
ment when contacted on 
Monday. Messages left for 
Hatter also weren’t returned.

Republican. 

Mills said he’s most proud 
of how hard he worked and 
that he was a representative 
of all the people in the 24th 
District. 

“I tried to be responsive 
to anyone in the district who 
contacted me,” Mills said. 
“As I told my staff, we may 
not be able to solve every¬ 
body’s problems, but we can 
get back to them and listen.” 

Mills also pointed to the in¬ 
frastructure projects that have 
come to Casey County in the 
past two years. 

“One of the top projects 
there in Casey County was 
the Dry Ridge Hill project, 
which is getting not too far 
from being completed,” he 
said, referring to the $3.9 
million rehabilitation of Ky. 
1649/Dry Ridge Hill, which 
began last November. The 
total roadwork, which begins 
between Bowman Trail and 
Noe Road on Ky. 1649 and 
ends one-tenth mile west of 
Riverview Drive on East Ky. 
70, is 1.18 miles long. 

Mills also said that he was 
proud that the state awarded 
the City of Liberty $950,000 
in May of 2011 toward the 
construction of a new 500,000 
gallon water tank. 

Additionally, Mills said that 
he served on four agriculture 
related committees. 

With some issues, Mills 
and Pickerill agreed that the 
state needs tax reform, both 
support career and technical 
education, both offer steps 
to combat the growing drug 
problem in Kentucky, and 
they want to put more money 
into education. 

Education 

Education funding from the 
state to the school districts is 
back at 2008 levels but Mills 
said that even with the “cut” 
mentality concerning the 
state’s budget, more money 
needs to be put into educa¬ 
tion. 

But despite slashing the 
budget, some programs have 
been preserved. 

“We were able to save what 
I call peripheral programs — 
Read to Achieve, funding for 
Family Resource Centers, 
advanced math programs, af¬ 
ter school programs, and pre¬ 
school funding,” Mills said. 

One possible source of rev¬ 
enue for schools could come 
from gambling. 

“I am a proponent of 
gaming simply because we 
need the money to make our 
schools better and to provide 
funding to give teachers ad¬ 


equate compensation for what 
they do,” he said. 

Another way to increase 
revenue, Mills said, could 
come from information gath¬ 
ered by the Governor’s Blue 
Ribbon Commission on Tax 
Reform which is scheduled to 
publish its report on Nov. 15. 

“The commission has 
looked at possibly taxing 
charter jet services, accoun¬ 
tants, plumbers, electricians, 
and a wide variety of previ¬ 
ously untaxed services,” he 
said. 

Tax/pension reform 

Mills also spoke about re¬ 
forming the state pension 
fund. 

“I was told that in a recent 
meeting that a couple received 
$120,000 in pension income, 
but paid no state income,” he 
said, adding that something is 
wrong with a situation when 
someone who earns $25,000 
a year while working will pay 
about $1,300 in state taxes. 

“The state may need to 
look at how pension income 
is taxed,” he said. 

Mills pointed out that he re¬ 
ceives a federal pension from 
working 35 years for the So¬ 
cial Security Administration, 
and he pays federal and state 
taxes on his pension. 

“If I need to pay more on 
my state tax, I’m OK with 
that,” he said. 

Drugs 

Mills also addressed Ken¬ 
tucky’s growing drug prob¬ 
lem. 

“The thing that I’m most 
passionate about right now, 
is Kentucky’s number one 
problem, the abuse of drugs. 
And I’m determined to not 
only talk about it but to take 
action to do something about 
that problem,” Mills said. 
“I’ve been to district court, 
circuit court, I’ve been to pa¬ 
role hearings, I’ve worked in 
the local jail here — I’ve seen 
it.” 

To combat the problem, 
Mills said that the bills passed 
last year where doctors are re¬ 
quired to use the Kasper pro¬ 
gram and another bill limiting 
the purchase of pseudoephed- 
rine, one of the key ingredi¬ 
ents used to make metham- 
phetamine. 

The Kentucky All Sched¬ 
ule Prescription Electronic 
Reporting, or KASPER, is a 
database which tracks pain 
killer prescriptions. 

Mills also said it’s costing 
taxpayers in increased jail and 
law enforcement costs. 

“It’s worth our effort to 
try and do something about 
it. Start with young kids and 


teach them to hate that be¬ 
havior. There’s nothing cool 
about using drugs,” he said. 

Bill Pickerill 

Pickerill said that increas¬ 
ing state revenue and reform¬ 
ing the tax code are important 
issues that he’ll address if 
elected. 

“We need to look at where 
we’re spending our money 
and tax reform is something 
we’re gonna have to look at. 
We can cut a lot of waste in 
Frankfort and save a lot of 
money there,” he said. 

Pickerill referred to when 
he was in the car business and 
a school official approached 
him saying that the district 
had $25,000 left over from a 
program that had to be spent. 

“They should have been 
able to take that $25,000 and 
went somewhere else to bet¬ 
ter educate the kids instead 
of buying a car to run errands 
around in town,” Pickerill 
said. 

Pickerill also said there’s 
waste with state workers. 

“You look at these contrac¬ 
tors who are mowing the right- 
of-ways, there’s always a state 
worker sitting in a truck, talk¬ 
ing on his cell phone with the 
air conditioner on, watching 
them mow the grass. That’s 
some waste there,” he said. 

In addition, Pickerill said 
there’s waste in the welfare 
system. 

“There’s people out there 
who could be working and 
they aren’t working, they’re 
drawing welfare and working 
for cash. That’s something we 
need to stop,” he said. 

Education 

To put more money into ed¬ 
ucation, Pickerill again point¬ 
ed to the waste in Frankfort. 

“Take that money that’s 
wasted and put it in education. 
There are a lot of students out 
there who are not going to 
go to college but they’re be¬ 
ing prepared for college. We 
need to prepare those students 
if they want to be plumbers, 
electricians, auto mechanics. 
We need to get them ready for 
that trade instead of preparing 
them for college,” Pickerill 
said. 

Unemployment 

Concerning lowering Ken¬ 
tucky’s high unemployment 
rate, Pickerill said tax reform 
is the key. 

“We need to make Ken¬ 
tucky more attractive for busi¬ 
nesses. We need to repeal the 
Affordable Health Care Act. 
A lot of employers are wait¬ 
ing to see what health care’s 
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going to do to them for their 
employees,” Pickerill said. 

Pickerill said that the leg¬ 
islature needs to get people 
back to work by giving tax 
incentives which will attract 
more industries. 

Drugs 

Kentucky’s exploding drug 
problem, he said, is not an 
easy one to solve. 

“I wish I knew that answer, 
I’d be telling law enforcement 
what to do. We’re going to 
have to step up our enforce¬ 
ment. I spoke to a couple of 
police officers at the Apple 
Festival, one from Marion 
County and one from Liberty, 
and they suggested that peo¬ 
ple in jail for child support be 
released and put drug dealers 
behind bars,” he said. 

Pickerill also said that the 
court system has to be re¬ 
formed to aid in the convic¬ 
tion and detention of drug 
dealers. 

“Our court system has got 
to change. They’ve got to 
bring so much evidence into 
the courtroom to get a convic¬ 
tion and they’re out before the 


policeman seems to get back 
on the beat,” he said. 

Gaming 

On expanded gambling, 
while Pickerill isn’t fully be¬ 
hind it, he does, however, 
think it should be on the bal¬ 
lot. 

“I don’t favor it but I think 
it should be on the ballot and 
let the people of the Common¬ 
wealth decide it,” he said. 

Tax/pension reform 

With tax reform, Pickerill 
pointed to the state’s pension 
system as a problem. 

“If you look at the Kentucky 
State Pension, I think about 70 
percent of the state employ¬ 
ees’ pension is $25,000 a year 
or less, and that’s probably an 
average for every Kentuck¬ 
ian across the state. Maybe 
we should not tax that first 
$25,000 of that pension but 
these people that are getting 
$100,000, they ought to start 
paying an income tax above 
$25,000. They probably paid 
taxes on a lot of that money 
to begin with when they made 


it,” he said. 

In addition, Pickerill said 
that legislators need to look at 
another aspect of the pension 
system. 

“When I went to my 25th 
class reunion, I had a class¬ 
mate that had already retired. 
He was a police officer, he’s 
retired. Here he’s like 43, 44 
years old and this guy’s lived 
probably half of his life and 
he’s going to be drawing state 
retirement and we can’t fund 
that,” he said. 

Pickerill said that he wants 
voters to know that he’s a 
conservative and small busi¬ 
ness owner. 

“I know what it means to 
make a budget and meet pay¬ 
roll, to suffer like most Ken¬ 
tuckians are suffering right 
now. It’s tough to make your 
car payment, your house pay¬ 
ment, to buy clothes for your 
kids and feed your family,” he 
said. “I’ve been there, I’ve not 
had a government job all my 
life. I know what it means to 
have the good times and bad 
times and to know when to 
tighten the belt.”
